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Police urge traffic caution following accident

Police are urging both 
motorists ;ui<l pedestrians 
to he vigilant in monitoring 
back-to-sehool traffic fol¬ 
lowing an accident last 
week that left a young teen 
with minor injuries. 

At about 8:45 am. on Sept. 
(5, a 13-year-old youth was 
tiding a bicycle to school, 
and was hit by a vehicle 
leaving the Ross Ford 
Elementary School parking 
lot, said Rt’MP Cpl. Warren 
Wright. 

“The child was riding 
northbound on 23 Street," 
said Wright, “did not stop at 
the stop sign, and proceed¬ 
ed through the intersection 


without stopping.” 

He said a person in a vehi¬ 
cle coming out of the park- 
ing lot of Ross Ford, headed 
eastward, had sun glare and 
didn't see the student, who 
was late for school, go 
through the stop sign. 

“(The vehicle) collided 
with the bicycle’s front tire," 
said Wright. “Fortunately 
the 13-year-old escaped with 
just minor scrapes.” 

I It 1 is reminding cyclists to 
treat their hikes like vehi¬ 
cles, which means stopping 
mid yielding at all stop and 
yield signs, and utilizing 
crosswalks to get across 
intersections. 

No charges were laid after 
the incident, said Wright. 

“The bicycle shouldn’t 
have Ihh'ii there," lie said. “1 


think it was largely the 
cyclist’s fault and I think the 
sun glare was a factor. 

“We’re always reminding 
people school’s back, to 
obey posted speed signs, 
and Ik- wary that children 
are coming out from till dif¬ 
ferent directions and not 
necessarily looking where 
they’re going." 

Wright noted that the 
child was wearing a helmet 
at the time, which probably 
lessened the injuries. 

Joyce Coates, who has 
driven a school bus in 
Didsbury for the last few 
years, said the site is a dan¬ 
gerous intersection because 
of the combination of the 
mass of students and the 
volume of cars. 

“It’s a safety issue because 


it’s a really busy 20 minutes, 
morning and afternoon,” 
said Coates. “And a lot of 
parents drive their kids, so 
it’s a really busy window 
and everybody’s got a 
schedule to keep. 

“Not that their time isn’t 
important, because we all 
value our time,” she said, 
“but how important is it? Is 
it more important than safe¬ 
ty?” 

She suggested that an 
R( ’MP officer being strategi¬ 
cally placed could definitely 
help people mind (lie rules. 

“It’s for the safety of the 
kids," she said. “They need 
to fcH'l safe. 

“Driving is a privilege, and 
whenever we have a privi¬ 
lege, we need to take it very 
seriously."

As well, added TYotter, she discov¬ 
ered she had no jurisdiction to inter¬ 
vene as an agreement between the 
town and Mountain View County stip¬ 
ulates her office is only allowed to go 
into the county to take custody of a 
dog, but not cats.

Rural cats deserve 
more consideration 

Mountain View County and 
the Town of Didsbury have an 
agreement that if the former 
needs to utilize the latter to 
take custody of an animal a 
peace officer from Didsbury 
can head out onto rural territo¬ 
ry and take control of the crea¬ 
ture. 

This animal could be running 
wild. It could be making too 
much noise in a residential 
area. The animal may even lx' 
seriously injured on a roadway. 

But this agreement only covers dogs. Cats are off 
limits. The Town of Didsbury’s animal control officer 
has no jurisdiction to step onto county land to take 
custody of a cat, even if the poor creature is badly 
iiyured. According to Roy Brown, Didsbury’s chief 
administrative officer, the specifics of this agreement 
were driven by the county. The rural municipality, 
which updated its Animal Control Bylaw in 2010, 
does not regulate cats. 

And while there may be practical reasons for cats 
being unregulated in the region’s rural lands the 
unsettling incident involving seven newborn kittens 
last week at the Didsbury landfill site shows there is 
a disturbing flaw with the rural municipality’s bylaw 
and agreement with the town. 

Melissa Trotter, the animal control officer in 
Didsbury, did ail she could to help the kittens when 
she received the call on Sept. 4. She contacted the 
Calgary Humane Society but was told there was no 
mother cat at that time that could nurse the kittens 
back to health. Trotter then discover'd the agree¬ 
ment between the town and county prohibited her 
from going two kilometres outside the town limit to 
help staff at the landfill deal with the problem. The 
kittens ultimately died, in part because there was no 
one available to provide expert assistance, particu¬ 
larly advice on where best to take the suffering crea¬ 
tures. It appears staff did not consider there art* 
many cat rescue societies in Central Alberta that 
would have willingly stepped in. This is an issue now- 
being addressed by the Mountain View Regional 
Waste Management Commission. It will be part of a 
list of protocols created for staff to help them deal 
with future similar issues. 

In the meantime, the biggest challenge facing the 
county is old-school attitudes about cats. Unlike 
dogs, cats do present a challenge to control, especial¬ 
ly in the wide-open expanses of the county. Yes, they 
roam, chase mice and flee from coyotes. But in this 
day and age cats, whether they are in a rural or urban 
setting, deserve the same level of protection and care 
as dogs or livestock. 

The sad incident last week at Didsbury’s landfill 
site proves this. The seven kittens deserved a better 
system of can'. The county would do well to recon¬ 
sider lx>th its bylaw and separate agrix'inent with the 
Town of Didsbury. It should at least consider an 
amendment to its agreement with the town that an 
animal control officer can go to the landfill site if a 
distressed cat is discovered, which has happened 
many times over the years. 

Society, particularly the county, has moved great 
steps forward in its attitudes on the welfare of 
domestic animals, especially since the horror of 
Daisy Duke in the region a few years ago. There was 
a lesson then, and there is one now. Another step 
should be taken. This time on behalf of seven little 
kitteas t hat never had a chance.

Budget woes bad news for 
West Central Alberta

The Redford govern¬ 
ment’s recently released 
financial update, which 
shows the province’s deficit 
on the rise, Ls anything hut 
good news for West Central 
Alberta. 

The first quarter fiscal 
update shows the 2012-2013 
deficit could reach as high 
as $3 billion. That contrasts 
with the spring budget that 
called for a much more 
modest SHSii-uiillioi* deficit, 
which the PCs at the time 


said would be the last of five 
years of deficits before 
returning to a surplus in 
2013-14. 

Finance Minister Doug 
Homer says the downturn 
can be blamed on lower 
than projected energy 
resource revenues. At the 
same time he also says the 
changed financial situation 
will impact upcoming nego¬ 
tiations with teachers and 
health-care workers. 

“1 think there should be a 
message in this for them 
(the unions) in the sense 
that we are going to hold the 
line on our spending. We are 
tightening our iH'lts, so we 
would exjxxt all others to 
do the same," said Homer. 

Whether the thousands of 
members of the key educa¬ 
tion and health unions will 
be prepared to ‘tighten their 
belts’ so the PCs can get 
their financial house hack in 
order remains a very big 
unanswered question. 

The Wild Rose opposition 


says the deficit situation has 
as much to do with Tory 
mismanagement as it does 
with resource revenues, anil 
that any resulting labour 
imrest can lx* placed square¬ 
ly at the feet of the PC's. 

“The Redford government 
has not been truthful with 
Albertans on the financial 
mess their political games¬ 
manship has caused,” said 
finance critic Rob 
Anderson. “You can’t budget 
for high oil prices bast'd on 
hurricanes and Middle 
Eastern conflicts. 

“These guys list'd phoney 
numbers to try and Ik tost 
their fortunes for tin* elec¬ 
tion, and now they’re asking 
Alltertans to trust them that 
tliis is just a temporary blip? 
I don’t see how anyone 
could honestly trust this 
government anymore.” 

With communities all 
across West Central Alltcrta 
counting on the Redford 
government to address out¬ 
standing infrastructure, 


transportation, health and 
education funding concerns 
left unattended due to the 
recession, this downturn in 
the province’s financial situ¬ 
ation Ls anything but good 
news. 

And of course throwing 
labour disruptions on the 
health and education fronts 
into the mix would only 
make matters worst'. 

The only good nows, if 
any, for the Redford Toni's 
in this whole mess is that 
the next provincial election 
is still more than three years 
away, giving the government 
at least some chance to turn 
things around. 

Wildrose finance critic 
Anderson says the Redford 
government is “playing 
Russiiui roulette with 
Alberta’s finances and it’s 
iM'ginning to look like there 
may be a bullet in the cham¬ 
ber thLs time.” 

Strong words, but maybe 
not too strong for a serious 
situation.

Alex Shaw, beloved husband of the 
late Isabella (Betty Sylvester) 
Shaw, of Carstairs passed away 
at the Didsbury Health Centre 
on Saturday, August 25, 2012, 
at the age of 95 years. On July 
15,1917, Alex was born on the 
Shaw homestead on the 
Rosebud creek near Carstairs 
which was originally known as the 
“Sam Scarlett Ranch". He was the fourth and 
youngest child born to Robert Alexander and Vera 
Elizabeth (Towers) Shaw and had two brothers, 
George (Eileen) and Frank (Hazel) as well as one 
sister Bessie (Ivan) Pointen. Alex will be loved, 
remembered and missed by his children: Edward 
(Sandra) Shaw of Carstairs, AB; Barry (Shirley 
Luft) Shaw of Carstairs, AB; and Donna (Andy) 
Morton of Olds, AB; nine grandchildren, ten 
great-grandchildren, his sister-in-laws and many 
nieces, nephews, great-nieces and great-nephews. 
Alex was predeceased by his parents Robert and 
Vera, his wife Betty, his brothers George and 
Frank, his sister Bessie, and several sister-in-law’s 
and brother-in-law’s. Alex attended Davenport 
and Grand Centre schools before enrolling at 
SAIT in building and construction. In December, 
1942, he joined the RCAF and in May, 1943, he 
was accepted as an Air Gunner. He was sent 
overseas and was stationed at Bournemouth and 
Yorkshire, England. He flew in Wellington’s and 
Halifax’s as a Rear Gunner with the 425 Allouette 
Squadron. After the war Alex returned to the farm 
and farmed w ith brother Frank until his marriage 
to Betty in February, 1949. Alex and Betty built a 
farm site 'A mile north-east of the original 
homestead where Alex actively operated a mixed 
farm until the age of 88 when he fractured his hip. 
After that time Alex received excellent care at 
Edgemont Village, Aspen Ridge Lodge and on 
Unit 4. Didsbury Health Center. Alex contributed 
to the Carstairs community as a volunteer, 
donator, sponsor and participant. Some of the 
organizations which he was a part of include: 
Royal Canadian Legion Branch #53, Carstairs, 
where he was a Life Member, Carstairs 
Community Chest, Air Gunner’s Association, 
Mountain View Ratepayers Association, Handicap 
Riding Association. Special Olympics, Camp 
Horizon, 4-H Clubs, War Amps, World Vision, 
Cancer Society, Heart & Stroke Foundation and 
the Diabetes Association. When asked why he did 
so much for his community he simply said “It was 
a way of life.” Alex receiv ed the Queen’s Jubilee 
Medal in 2003 and The Carstairs Citizenship 
Award in 2005 in recognition of his many 
volunteer activities. A celebration of Alex's life 
will be held at 2:30 pm, on Friday. September 14.
